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Town Planning Definition 


Town Planner Noel Dant’s proposal 
that two distinct town planning bodies 
be set up in Edmonton tends toward what 
The Bulletin has been urging for months— 
a comprehensive definition of what town 
earn means and a sharp distinction be- 

een the lay and the technical aspects of 
it. 

The previous propcsal that the Town 
Planning Commission be continued as a 
mixture of lay afid professional town plan- 
ners never struck this newspaper as a 
workable proposition for the simple reason 
that the lay approach and the technical 
approach could be entirely different al- 
though each might aim at the same objec- 
tive. 

Mr. Dant’s latest plan separates these 
approaches entirely. There should be a 
technical planning board and a planning 
advisory committee. 

The first body, consisting of the mayor, 
the town planner, one commissioner, the 
development engineer, the city engineer, 
the city solicitor, health officer and build- 
ing inspector will be concerned, in a broad 
way, with the technical aspects of town 
planning. 

The second body, consfsting of repre- 
sentatives of public and professional or- 


ganizations will be concerned with public 
opinion and the general broad aims of con- 
trolled jrrowth in Edmonton. 

The technical planning board, charged 
with the actual administration of town 
planning matters, under council, will thus 
have, ir the planning advisory committee, 
informative contacts with all sections of 
Edmonton people. 

Those who have to make the technical 
application of the principles of town plan- 
ning should be able to know at all times 
what the people want in the way of new 
development. 

Over a considerable period of years, 
the Town Planning Commission did an 
excellent job in this city. But the time came 
when the professional touch was required, 
when the town planning problems of Ed- 
monton needed the touch of experts who 
had been trained in what is an extensive 
and exact science, 

There is still much for the planning 
advisory committee to do. 

Mr. Dant has emphasized in his report 
the importance of public relations, The ad- 
visory committee can undertake a great: 
deal of that. 

For what will make Edmonton move 
today is expert knowledge plus public good 
will, Here is a means of securing both, 


Amalgamation Necessary and Overdue 


Amalgamation of the Recreation Com- 
mission and the Parks Department under 
one administrative head will bring an end 
to an increasingly unsatisfactory situation, 

Civie block announcements last fall 
about “legalizing what the Recreation 
Commission has been doing for years” 
through a new bylaw, and more recent 
echoes about a second proposed bylaw 
governing the commission’s function, have 
not been too well received by the general 
public. 

As Ald. Dr. Rupert Clare told council's 
bylaw committee last week, the overlap 
between Recreation Commission and 
Parks Department is serious, Why should 
one civic body have charge of maintenance 
and catering at Clarke Stadium, while a 
second has control over programs staged 
there? : 

City commissioners have complained 
about a double overhead in administrative 
costs, and in stringent financial times like 


these, that additional burden on the tax- 
payer can well be eliminated. 

Jurisdictional disputes between the 
recreational group and the parks adminis- 
tration have not been entirely lacking, 
even though the public may not have 
always occupied a ringside seat. 

Certainly the open animosity between 
the Recreation Commission and the Fed- 
eration of Community Leagues, bared 
periodically in public, has done the cause 
ef organized recreation in Edmonton no 
good. 

Executive Director John Farina has 
written city commissioners asking for 
amalgamation. 

Parks Superintendent A. C. Patterson 
favors it. 

City commissioners say it would not 
only increase efficiency of both bodies but 
save substantial overhead expense. 

Let's get on with it before the 1950 
estimates are considered.

Garbage System 
Taken To Task 


It may be very simple for city 
council to pass its new garbage 
bylaw and quip over a $5.00 
charge for the new small garbage 
cans, but fact remains that jt has 
been the negligent and spasmouic 
collection of garbage that started 
the use of the steel oi!l-drums, 
Hundreds of Edmonton families 
discovered years ago that a light- 
weight garbage can was wrecked 
in a matter of a few weeks 

There are nice galvanized cans 
with the tight-fitting tids that are 
essential if garbage is to be kept 
free from flies, Most household- 
ers start out with such a set. It 
lasts for a couple of weeks, [nen 
they discover that in yanking off 
the lid to empty it, the catch is 
broken so the lid will not stay 
on, Within a couple of more 
weeks the lid develops a dert, 
sometimes the garbage wagon 
runs over it, 

About this time {t is discovered 
that, as a result of dropping the 
loaded tin against the high sides 
of the collection truck, t gets 
dented, Then the tin is dropped 
to the ground bending the rim 
at the bottom and during the 
second month the tin can neither 
be covered or even used, 

After you have one or two of 
these $4 and $5 cans wrecked you 
begin looking for a steel drum. 
They cannot break these drums 
nearly as easily and so you have 
some place for your garbage for 
as long as two or three years be- 
fore the drum has to be replaced. 


Several 
Dozen 


The money that is spent hy 
Edmonton citizens to replace gar- 
bage cans that have been smash- 
ed by garbage collectors would 
be sufficient to buy several dozen 
modern garbage collection irucks, 

But that would be too easy a 
solution, That would produce 
some efficiency. It is much easier 
to pass a bylaw and stick the 
public with a constant succession 
of purchases. 

To make it certain that the 
householder will have to buy a 
new can each time the garbage 
people smash one, there is also 
a provision for a fine. But if the 
city is going to start fining citf- 
zens for failing to have a garbage 
can, citizens are going to start 
suing the city for damages each 
time a can is dented or destroyed. 
That is one little point the city

only so much eye-ash,

One Can 


The council, of course, is care- 
ful to give the impression that 
only one can will be needed for 
each household, Yet when the 
big steel barrels cannot hold the 
average amount of garbage which 
piles up between garbage collec- 
tions, a small] <an is not going to 
serve, 

In this case, is the city going to 
speed up collections sufficiently 
to keep the cans from overflow- 
ing into the lanes, or is this going 
to mean that three or four cans 
will have to be purchased at $5.00 
each? 

The cold fact is that the citi- 
zens of Edmonton are going to 
be victimized to the tune of 
$5 to $15 every few months for 
garbage disposal which has been 
grossly inadequate and which is 
apparently going to become no 
better. 

If that is the last word from 
the city, we might as well face 
it, but keep track of that new can 
when you buy it and the first 
time you find it dented or dam- 
aged phone the city claims agent 
and demand that it be repaired. 

If this is not attended to im- 
mediately, get busy and sue for 
the cost of fixing or replacing it. 
One thing is certain: If enough 
people do that, we may at least 
secure a little more care tn the 
way our garbage is handled.

ROME, Feb, 28—(Reuters)—The 
last letter of Mussoiini’s mistress, 
Clara Petacci, lainenting that all 
was “crumbling mercilessly,” then 
listing an elaborate wardrobe 
necessary for her proposed flight 
to Switzerland, was published yes- 
terday by the Rome newspaper 
Momento Sera. 

She asked for: a machine-gun 
and pistol, Mussolini's photograph, 
three packages of aspirin and 
seven dressing gowns. 

The letter was dated April 18,| 
1945, one week before she was 
shot with Mussolini. They were 
strung up by the heels in Milan 
after their capture a few miles 
from the Swiss frontier.

WHY GROW OLD 


Posture-Improving 
Exercise Given Here 


By Josephine Lowman 


You have probably heard about wall climbing or 


scaling, but I wonder if you know about wall sliding? 


Today's exercise involves a 
form of wall sliding and is fine 
for posture. 

The one posture fault which is 
most prevalent and one which de- 
tracts more from the attractive- 
ness of a woman's figure than 
almost any other, is incorrect 
alignment of the pelvis. 

This is really a figure fault as 
well as a fault in posture because 
it throws the hips out in the back 
and is accompanied by a protrud- 
ing abdomen. 

This not only ruins silhouette 
but throws the body off balance 
and places strains which lead to 
fatigue. The followig exercise is 
helpful: 

Stand with your back agaist 
the wall, Your feet should be 
from 8 to 12 inches away from 
the wall, depending on your 
height., Let your arms hang at 
your sides, fingertitps touching 
the wal) as you slide. Press your 
hips and the small of your back 
against the wall as you bend your 
knees and slide down the wall. 

Keep your back erect. Straight- 
en the knees and move up the 
wall, keeping THE MIDDLE 
BACK PRESSED HARD against 
the wall, 

When you first begin you will 
probably not be able to bend 
your knees all the way down but 
go as far down the wall as you 
ean. After a while you will go 
the whole way. 

Also try to remember when 
walking or standing to pull your 
hips under and your abdomen in. 
Be sure Not to snap your knees 
back. This throws the pelvis out 
of line. Keep the knees relaxed. 
If you have been walking incor- 
rectly you may even feel as 
though you are walking with bent | 
knees when you relax them.

It was not until 
late in the eighteenth century that 
regular excavations were started, 
but since that time the work has 
gone on steadily until now a large 
part of the town has been un- 
covered, By the time the work is 
finished, historians hope to have

Was 46.3 Pct. 
Tories’ 43.1

‘Labor, going into the new 
House of Commons with an over- 
all majority of only seven seats 
received 46.3 per cent of the 
28,858,895 votes cast in Thursday's | 
British general election, com- 
plete results showed today. 

Conservatives and their allies 
obtained 43.1 per cent of the 
record vote, | 

The Conservatives, winning 296 | 
geats and 12,489,518 votes, ‘n- 
creased their percentage sharply 
from the 37 per cent compiled in | 
the 1945 election when they poll- 
ed 9,134,967 votes. The numper | 
of Conservative seats jumped 
from 203. 

TWO PCT. LESS | 

Labor's percentage was almost | 
two per cent less than in 1945 | 
when the party rolled into office 
with 11,985,733 votes. This time, |
